Approval of  Minutes:  Richard Stegner moved and Fred Schwartz seconded a motion to adopt the minutes 
of 9 May 07 with one correction.  “Councilmember Faulconer” is to corrected to read City Council Member 
Faulconer.  The motion was approved.

Treasurer’s Report:  Ms. Vickie Durham reported.  The May beginning balance was $97.22,  May  
donations were $17.00, therefore the June  beginning balance is $114.22.

Announcements:  Richard Stegner announced that the Old Town Business Improvement District has had 
the San Diego Avenue sidewalks steam cleaned.  

The SD City Council has approved the Community Planning Groups by-laws skeleton.  
The Taylor Street Slope Restoration Project funding  is insufficient to accommodate a rock vainer 

appearance, but, an adobe finish is being considered by the structural engineers.  
Member of the Board, Lacey Waddell has submitted her written resignation; and, Joan Einhorn is  

seated as Member of the Board. 
Parking Improvement District update - The Parking Design Group (PDG) was selected as the 

consultant to complete the parking study and implementation plan.  UCLA Urban Planning Professor Dr. 
Donald Shoop is a consultant to PDG on this project.  The Old Town Parking Improvement District will 
conduct a community outreach program on July 9th, 6:30 PM in the Hacienda Hotel Pueblo Room.  The 
purpose of the meeting is to introduce the consultants, explain the scope of the work, and hear public 
comment.

The Heritage Park to be leased for hotel use project is not dead.  On December 19, 2006 the Board of 
Supervisors authorized property staff to proceed to the next step of the agreement.

City Attorney’s office has determined that Community Planning Groups are NOT subject to the 
Brown Act.

Fred Grand moved and Tom Doyle seconded a motion that Christene Robinson be the OTSDCPC’s 

representative to the North Bay PAC.  Motion approved .
Bruce Coons moved and Richard Stegner seconded a motion that this the OTSDCPC send City 

Council Member Faulconer and his staff a letter of appreciation for their assistance with the repair of the 
Mason Street fence.  Motion was unanimously approved
